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ONE  can  measure  the  culture  of  olden 
times  and  the  changing  fortunes  of 
mankind  in  the  cathedrals  which  dot  the 
surface  of  the  old  world  and  are  spread- 
ing over  into  the  new.  Cathedrals  stand 
for  centuries.  Their  successive  restora- 
tions may  he  buried  beyond  memory,  but 
the  carved  stones,  the  stately  proportions 
and  the  imposing  splendor  of  these  great 
edifices  remain  through  the  ages  as  a 
living  tribute  to  the  vision  and  whole- 
hearted courage  of  those  who  achieved 
their  erection.  More  than  mere  museum 
piei'es  of  noble  architecture,  they  are  first 
and  foremost  houses  of  God.  symbols  of 
men's  faith  in  their  Creator.  It  is  not  a 
little  thing,  therefore,  that  the  Anglican 
diocese  of  Columbia  is  about  when  it  sets 
its  hand  to  thp  completion  of  Christ 
Church  Cathedral,  beginning  with  the 
western  towers  fronting  on  Quadra  Street. 

In  its  initial  design,  Christ  Church 
Cathedral  was  modeled  after  one  of  the 
most  famous  cathedrals  of  the  United 
Kingdom.

Putting  Our  Oar  In 


PELD  MARSHAL  MONTGOMERY  had 
a little  home  truth  to  propound  for 
the  benefit  of  Canadians  when  he  spoke 
this  week  in  Ottawa.

Canada 
should  put  its  oar  in.  In  his  own  words, 
"You  should  jolly  well  say  what  ought 
to  he  done."  That  is  good  advice.  Too 
often  it  has  seemed  as  though  Ottawa 
crept  deferential^  into  world  councils. 
Only  of  late,  for  instance,  has  there  been 
any  marked  trend  to  voicing  its  opinion 
without  fear  or  favor,  or  of  announcing 
Its  own  stand  before  hearing  from  either 
Washington  or  London. 

By  comparison  of  population  Canada 
is  not  one  of  the  leading  world  powers 


but  its  productive  and  military  capacities 
put  it  close  to  the  front  ranks.  Field 
Marshal  Montgomery  cites  this  country  as 
a "very  important"  member  of  NATO  and 
believes  that  in  20  years  it  will  be 
"terrific."  Certainly  it  is  an  undoubted 
fact  that  in  a world-wide  emergency  the 
contribution  to  the  western  cause  able  to 
be  made  by  this  country  Ls  no  small  one. 

That  is  not  to  say  that  Canada  should 
attempt  to  force  its  opinions  beyond  nor- 
mal bounds  in  the  councils  of  the  free 
nations.  On  the  other  hand  the  time  is 
past  when  Canada  should  merely  follow 
on  where  others  lead,  willy-nilly.  The 
stature  of  the  Dominion  is  warrant  now' 
for  having  some  say  in  the  major  decisioas 
or  at  least  putting  on  record  what  this 
nation  thinks  and  would  like  to  see  done. 
Particularly  in  the  matter  of  adjusting 
differences  between  the  United  States  and 
the  United  Kingdom  Canada  is  peculiarly 
placed  to  be  of  vital  help,  so  long  as  she 
speaks  frankly  and  unafraid. 


Bad  Manners  at  the  Wheel 


/ONTARIO’S  minister  of  highways,  Mr. 

Doucett,  used  blunt  terms  the  other 
day  to  present  his  view  of  the  root  cause 
of  highway  accidents.  One  is  used  to 
hearing  traffic  mishaps  attributed  to  a 
variety  of  factor*  tending  to  provide 
excuses  for  them  such  as  mechanical 
failure,  poor  visibility,  simple  errors  of 
judgment  and  other  supposedly  extenuat- 
ing circumstances.  Mr.  Doucett,  who  has 
had  ample  evidence  on  which  to  ha.se  an 
opinion  (1,010  persons  were  killed  and 
23,634 4 injured  in  traffic  accidents  in 
Ontario  last  year),  is  not  impressed  by 
these  excuses.  More  often,  he  says,  the 
real  cause  is  plain  bad  manners. 

Commenting  on  the  shocking  loss  of 
life  on  the  highways,  the  Ontario  cabinet 
minister  said  the  cause  in  most  cases  was 
"rudeness,  arrogance,  lack  of  good  man- 
ners, failure  to  display  ordinary  decency 
and  common  sense."  That  is  a strong 
Indictment  of  the  behavior  of  Canadian, 
motorists,  yet  even  allowing  for  extrava- 
gance of  expression  when  a subject  is 
discussed  in  generalities,  one  must  concede 


that  there  is  much  in  what  Mr.  Doucett 
says.  After  all,  excessive  speed,  which 
is  officially  recognized  as  the  chief  cause 
of  traffic  deaths  and  maimings,  in  reality 
is  a reflection  of  discourtesy  in  its  most 
serious  form,  since  it  disregards  the  safety 
of  others. 

It  is  a deplorable  commentary  on  the 
automobile  era  that  a simple  act  of  con- 
sideration by  one  driver  to  another  ig 
capable  today  of  producing  astonishment; 
that  traffic  authorities  in  efforts  to  raise 
the  standard  of  behavior  behind  the  wheel 
resort  to  special  rewards  for  courtesy  as 
a rare  and  curious  attribute.  Sad  to 
relate,  however,  many  people  whose  man- 
ners are  irreproachable  at  other  times 
seem  when  driving  to  forget  all  their  up- 
bringing and  become  boorishly  competi- 
tive. 

- The  habits  of  courlesy  normally  ex- 
hibited In  other  circumstances  would,  if 
applied  to  driving,  make  the  highways  and 
streets  pleasanter  for  everyone.  More 
than  that,  says  Mr  Doucett.  they  would 
save  much  needles  injury  and  loss  of  life.

Some  roads  there  are  which  derive 
straight  from  motor  vehicles,  mean- 
ing i hat  if  people  like  Henry  Ford  and 
his  ilk  had  never  lived  they  would  not 
have  been  macadamized  or  asphalt- 
t/ed  or  whatever  that  black  top  is 
that,  happily,  has  a white  line  down 
the  middle.  Such  a one  Is  the  road 
to  Pat  Bay  now  emitting  dust  hut 
which  come  this  year,  we  hope,  will 
enahle  airport  pscapre*  to  lake  off  in 
haste. 

Progress  can  be  traced  by  roads,  as. 
you  know  well  and  as  the  Roman* 
exemplified.  They  were  extremely 
convenient  for  the  legionnaires,  and 
one  must  conclude  that  without  them 
road*  I mean  -the  decline  and.  fall 
would  have  set  in  much  sooner  than 
it  did.  Just  ihink  what  would  have 
happened  to  the  world,  or  perhaps  I 
should  say  not  have  happened,  had 
every  Roman  stayed  In  Rome,  which 
is  perhaps  a good  argument  against 
emigration.  At  least,  however,  the 
Romans  built  their  own  escape 
route*. 


There  are  naturally,  road*  and 
roads,  as  any  Esquimau  councillor 
wilt  tell  you  on  mention  of  a certain 
stretch  of  Admirals  Road.

Sodom  Is  a magic  word  In  Itself,  of 
course,  as  1*  Brersheba.  although 
there  was  * day  when  I could  not 
have  ra red  less  about  the  oasis  where 
Abraham  dug  a well,  perhaps  because 
It  seemed  so  far  away  from  where  I 
was  standing  and  there  was  rvi  road 
to  It  except  that  which  two  tired  fee t 
might  have  made.  Sodom  I had  long 
thought  lost  in  fire  and  brimstone  but 
seemingly  it  has  been  rrsum*r»ed.

XV^HEN  ihe  I'.S.  army  made  public 
™ a few  hints  about  a new  auto- 
matic missile  for  air  defense  -the 
"Nike  ’— it  added  a little  more  fuel  lo 
one  of  Ihe  moat  Important  national 
defense  discussions  lo  occupy  Wash- 
ington since  the  Second  World  War. 

The  army  showed  the  House  armed 
services  committee  secret  motion  pic- 
tures of  the  Nike,  a radar-directed, 
rocket  propelled  anti  aircraft  shell, 
and  said  that  it  Is  almost  "Impossible" 
for  the  Nike  to  miss  a target  such  a* 
an  incoming  enemy  bomber.  • 

Meanwhile,  from  civil  defense 
source*  and  elsewhere,  have  come 
broad  hints  that  the  White  House  is 
considering  an  air  defense  program 
which  might  coat  between  S16.000.- 
000,000  lo  120.000,000,000. 

Ihe  $16,000,000,000  question.  In  a 
nutshell.  Is  this:  “Is  it  possible  lo  de- 
fend the  United  Slates  from  enemy 
bombing  planes'*"*

Generally  speaking,  ihe  air  force 
believes  that  It  is  not -that  In  the 
atomic  age  the  only  answer  to  attack 
is  to  reply  with  a more  overwhelming 
attack  than  we  receive.

The  public  may  not  Judge  the  mer 
Its  of  the  arguments  on  either  side 
with  any  confidence  until  the  veil  of 
secrecy  la  lifted  further,  or  until  It 
ha*-  a belter  understanding  of  how 
difficult  it  is  to  shoot  down  Jet  bomb- 
er*. flying  in  the  stratosphere,  much 
less  shoot  down  incoming  rocket*. 

Not  long  ago  On.  Hoyt  S.  Vanden- 
berg,  chief  of  staff  for  the  air  force, 
insisted,  ‘The  American  people  must 
realize  It  is  impossible  to  amass  or  in- 
vent an  absolute,  impregnable  defend 
against  bombing  attack.*  by  a strong, 
determined  enemy  . . . The  grim  con- 
tingencies must  he  faced  squarely, 
along  with  the  urgent  necessity  for 
supporting  a civil  defense  program 
that  can  save  countless  lives  In  the 
event.  God  forbid,  of  an  atomic  bomb- 
ing . . ." 

Dr.  Albert  Einstein  also  had  aerial 
bombing  In  mind  when  he  said, 
“There  will  be  no  defense  against  the 
atomic  bomb.  Scientists  do  not  oven 
know  in  which  direnion  to  look  for 
such  a defense." 

Ever  since  Hiroshima  and  Naga- 
saki, people  have  been  hoping  that 
through  the  miracle  of  radar  or  some 
other  ‘ magic,"  science  would  he  able 
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to  discover  a method  of  exploding  in 
the  air  the  atomic  bombs  which  en- 
emy planes  might  bring  to  us.  There 
is  not  even  a method  of  prematurely 
exploding  ordinary  explosive  bombs 
In  such  a plane,  and  atomic  bombs 
happen  to  be  much  more  difficult  to 
forte  to  go  off  than  ordinar>  bombs. 

a * a 

The  only  defense  against  bomber* 
Is  to  get  the  bomber.  Hints  or  "leaks" 
now  indicate  that  scientists  may  havp 
made  enormous  stride's  in  improving 
radar  and  Ihe  calculating  devices 
which  enable  machine*  on  our  soil  lo 
calculate  the  course  of  planea  coming 
in  the  an-  against  us. 

But  such  a new  tiThnical  develop- 
ment would  have  to  be  terrifically  far 
In  advance  of  any  known  anti-aircraft 
defenses,  if  it  were  realty  to  buy 
$16.tX)O.OUO.OOO  worth  of  peace  of 
mind.  The  Royal  Air  Force  shot  down 
only  one  In  10  of  the  planes  Ihe  Nazi* 
*ent  against  England.  No  V 2 rocket 
was  shot  down. 

The  Germans  shot  down  fewer 
than  one  In  20  of  the  planes  sent 
against  them.  General  Vandenberg 
estimated  that  the  best  we  could  hope 
for  would  be  three  out  of  10  of  planes 
carrying  bombs  to  our  cities. 

A Jet  bomber  might  lx*  coming  In 
toward  us  at  40.000  feet,  and  we  might 
locate  i!  by  radar  and  fire  a shell  in 
its  direction,  but  it  takes  more  than 
20  seconds  to  reach  40,000  feet.  In  that 
lime  the  enemy  plane  travels  two 
miles. 

All  anti-aircraft  calculations,  like 
any  rabbit  hunter  firing  on  a rabbit, 
allow  a “lead."  and  so  we  would  fire 
two  miles  ahead  of  the  bomber.  But 
if  the  pilot  changed  hi*  course  but 
two  degrees,  while  traveling  that  two 
miles.  General  Vandenberg  points  out 
that  the  shell  would  mins  him  by  375 
yards.  If  the  shell  were  an  atomic 
bomb,  hr  would  still  he  blasted  to  bit*. 
But  how  many  atomic  hnmbs  ran  wr 
afford  to  fire  against  wave  after  wave 
of  bombers? 

Radar  has  been  Improved  since  the 
Second  World  War.  but  it  still  1*  lim- 
ited by  the  fact  that  it  does  not  pick 
up  a plane  until  it  is  200  mtk's  away. 
The  curvature  of  the  earth  prevents 
radar  from  seeing  farther  out. 

In  point  of  time,  a Jet  plane  will  ar- 
rive less  than  an  hour  after  It  la 
aighfed  by  radar,  even  if  ll  is  picked

Proposals  by  private  elec- 
tronic engineer*  include  ship 
relays  75  miles  apart,  airborne 
relnys  on  a continuous  moving 
belt  of  stratospheric  planes  300 
miles  apart,  and  romrtaU  sub 
marine  cables.  One  would 
make  use  of  moon  reflections 
during  limited  (five  hour) 
periods  at  varying  times.

In  Ottawa,  the  only  son  of  a civil  servant.  He 
went  to  school  In  the  national  capital,  passing 
into  collegiate  at  11.  Two  years  later  hi* 
family  moved  to  Australia,  where  hi*  father 
Joined  the  Australian  Federal  civil  service. 

Mr.  Hood  went  to  work  for  a chartered  bei 
accountant,  and  then  for  a firm  of  solicitors. 

Then  he  came  hark  to  Canada  with  his  par- 
ents They  went  on  to  Ottawa,  where  Mr. 

Hood  senior  rejoined  the  Dominion  civil  serv- 
ice Young  Mr.  Hood,  who  was  17  and  big 
for  his  age.  wanted  to  strike  out  on  hi6  own.

Resurgence  of  Religion  Spurs  Building  of  Organs 


BOSTON  Though  organ 
builder*  have  reported  that 
the  continuing  boom  In  their 
business  la  due  to  demands  of 
many  old  and  new  churches  and 
the  resurgence  of  religion,  an 
officer  of  the  Aeolian  Skinner 
Organ  Company  said  here  today 
that  it  also  wu  attributable  to, 
a nationwide  desire  of  music 
lovers  for  instrument*  of  more 
modern  design  that  could  do 
full  justice  to  classic  compose 
tfona. 

“Organ  building  has  under 
gone  more  of  a revolution  tn  the 
laat  30  years  than  any  other 
art  la  tic  medium.'  declared 
Joseph  S.  Whlteford.  vice  presk 
dent  of  the  Aeolian  Skinner  con- 
cern. "Hitherto,  the  poblk* 
evinced  more  Interest  ln  the 
Instrument's  Imitative  effects, 
forgetting  that,  after  an.  an 
organ  Is  an  organ. 

“One  doesn't  expect  to  pro- 
duce vloltn  tone*  on  a piano,  or 
piano  tones  on  a violin  There- 
fore. the  primary  Importance  of 
the  new  Instruments  is  that  they 
should  be  what  they  are  and 
produce  the  great  organ  litera- 
ture not  a device  to  Imitate 
the  tones  of  other  instruments, 
even  though  this  can  be  done 
mther  strikingly. 

WORK  ON  HAND 

Whlteford  went  on  to  explain 
that  so  far  as  the  record  organ 
building  for  churches  la  con 
earned,  great  numbers  of  these 
Instrument*  are  either  being  re 
built  or  replaced.  He  stressed 


that  at  present  a new  tnstru 
ment  hardly  can  he  obtained 
from  a builder  In  k-ss  than  eight 
months  and  that  his  company 
has  two  yeans'  work  on  hand. 

Mast  of  the  large  organs,  ac- 
cording to  Whlteford.  are  being 
built  and  have  been  buih  by 
Aeotlan  • Skinner,  but  a very 
large  (Instrument,  now  in  the 
chapel  at  West  Point.  N.Y.,  was 
constructed  by  the  M.  P.  Muller 
Company. 

Several  years-  ago  White- 
ford's  company  completed  the 
organ  now  in  the  Mormon  Tem- 
ple at  Sah  Lake  City.  It  has 
lkh  arts  of  pipes  a set  of  pipes 
i*  usually  61  individual  pipes, 
one  playing  for  each  note  an 
the  keyboard  of  the  organ 
When  holding  a note  on  the 
keyboard,  one  pipe  may  sound 
or  as  many  a*  250.  depending 
on  the  alar  of  the  instrument 
ami  the  drulre  of  the  organist 
by  bringing  these  sets  of  pipes 
into  operation  by  mean*  of  the 
"stop"  control*. 

The  largest  organ  Aeolian 
Skinner  ha*  constructed  recent- 
ly Is  that  In  the  First  Church 
of  Christ.  Scientist,  here.  This 
Instrument  required  two  years 
to  build  and  has  235  sets  of 
pipes.  Incidentally,  ihe  okl  or- 
gan of  the  Mormon  Temple  was 
moved  out  in  1X9  and  Is  now 
in  Brigham  Young  University. 

“Our  rtew  Instrument  In  St. 
Bartholomew's  Protestant  Epis 
copal  Church.  New  York,  will 
have  168  sets  of  pipes,”  White 
ford  said.  "We  are  also  work- 
ing on  an  organ  for  the  caihe- 
dral  of  St.  John  the  Divine.  New 
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York,  which  1*  to  have  156  sols 
of  pipes. 

“In  those  cases  we  are  using 
w hat  Is  possible  of  the  old  in 
strument*.  The  new  organ  for 
ihe  Cathedral  will  be  half  again 
as  large  as  the  old  one.  which 
was  constructed  In  1910.  An 
other  organ  we  are  building  is 
for  the  Riverside  Church.  New 
York;  It  will  hare  190  arts  of 
pipes." 

lAIdgST  ORGAN 

Contrary  to  some  reports;, 
the  largest  organ  in  ihe  world  t* 
In  Convention  Hall  at  Atlantic 
City.  N J..  and  not  the  one  ln  the 
W ana  maker  store.  In  Philadel- 
phia. which,  prior  to  the  con 
struct  km  of  the  Atlantic  (Tty 
organ,  did  have  the  distinction  of 
being  the  largest.  The  new  or- 
gan tn  the  Christian  Science 
Churrh  here  is  the  largest  in  a 
church. 

| The  great  organ  In  Atlantic 
(City  was  made  by  the  Midnvr 
Mosh  Co.,  of  Merrick.  L.I..  and 
I was  completed  In  the  early 
|*30s.  This  organ,  Whlteford 
said,  has  one  special  set  of  pipes 
the  lowest  note  of  which  Is  61 
feet  long. 

) There  Is  only  one  other  set  of 
64  foot  pipes  and  that  Is  in  an 
i organ  in  Sydney.  Australia.  It 
Is  capable  of  producing  a sound 
*«•  low  (eight  cycles  a second) 
that  actually  it  1«  ra'hor  felt 
than  heard,  or  partly  felt  and 
partly  heard. 

I Almost  any  organ  contains 
sounds,  or  harmonics  of  sounds. 
!th*t  are  too  high  for  many  hu- 
man ears  to  hear.  Our  hearing 
loss  of  'he  high  frequencies  be 


gins  soon  after  the  teens,  White- 
j ford  observed. 

t LEAK  NOTBi 

"In  connection  with  imitative 
-sounds  from  the  organ / White- 
j ferd  stated,  “it  Is  necessary  to 
have  certain  '*lupv  fur  roman 
.lie  music  which  are  imitative  of 
orchestral  sounds  because  many 
romantic  composition*  were 
written  with  thw*  'xtop^'  In 
mind.  Classic  music  requires 
nonlmitative  sound*  that  are  rs 
w niially  very  clear  and  belMikv. 
The  building  of  an  organ  with 
adequate  tonal  quality  for  both 
schools  of  music  has  mure  to  it 
than  usually  meets  the  eye. 
i “Movie-ehealre  organ*  were 
supplied  with  highly  Imitative 
slops'  designed  for  ear  tickling 
melodies.  Now.  rhe  musically 
inclined  public  la  more  health- 
fully interested  in  Ka-sskal  euro 
{Mjsition.*;  on  an  organ  designed 
to  play  them." 

Asked  about  the  coot  of  or 
gan*.  Whlteford  said  ihat  nowa- 
days organs  cost,  roughly.  Jl.  100 
per  ret  of  pipes.  A few  of  these 
sets  in  a building  well -designed 
for  musical  sound,  are  far  more 
effective  than  vert-  large  instm 
ments.  containing  many  sets,  in 
an  inferior  building,  acoustic 
ally. 

“It  Is  unfortunate,"  the  organ 
expert  continued,  “that  our  mod- 
ern buildings.  In  both  construc- 
tion and  materials.  Are  not  suit- 
ed to  the  development  of  the 
organ  tone.  A^ustica)  proper- 
ties should  appn-xlmate.  as 
closely  as  possible,  condition* 
that  existed  at  the  nme  of  the 
composition  uf  the  great  works 
for  the  organ.

He  said  that 
many  of  our  great  churchM 
have  been  filled  with  acoouxtlcal 
material  and  thus  have  had  ac- 
coustica!  prop»?nie?  m ire  appro- 
priate to  a hospital. 

“A  number  of  the-«e  churches 
are  now  spending  larre  sum*;  of 
money  in  order  to  correct  the 
overuse  of  these  materials." 
Whiteford  stated.  ‘There  are 
some  case*  where  modem 
churches  have  had  the  benefit 
of  acoustical  engineers  who  un- 
derstood music,  but.  I regret  to 
say.  »hl*  Is  the  exception,  rather 
than  the  rule."

Arrests  of  felons  are  part  of 
the  everyday  life  of  FBI  agent*, 
and  In  ihe  ICLyear  period  of 
1943  through  1952  a total  of 
8R300  fugitive*  nought  by  the 
FBI  were  located.  Despite  the 
fact  that  maD>*  were  armed,  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  them 
peacefully  surrendered  to  FBI 
agent*  rather  than  engage  in  a| 
gun  battle  with  persons  known 
tor  their  fine  marksmanship. 

I Upon  entering  the  FBI's 
training  school,  each  agent  is 
Issued  a -38-calibre  revolver 
which  he 1 maintains  in  his 
possession  throughout  his  en- 
tire service  with  the  FBI.

Dr.  Jonas  E.  Sulk  watches  research  assistant  Ethel  Bailey 
draw  growing  polio  virus  from  a test  tube  at  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh,  where  he  has  developed  an  experimental 
polio  vaccine.  Dr.  Salk  reports  that  the  vaccine,  a mixture 
of  dead  virus  and  mineral  oil.  has  been  tested  with  exqul-iic 
scientific  precision  on  161  humans,  the  pioneers  in  what 
may  be  a new,  polio- free  era.  Almost  every  youngster, 
adolescent  and  adult  who  received  an  Injection  containing 
just  a few  drops  of  it  now  appears  as  immune  to  polio 
as  if  he  had  recently  suffered  the  disease.  The  b*-«t  vaccine 
tested  gave  protection  against  all  three  types  of  polio.  The 
immunity  has  lasted  more  than  four  months  after  vaccina- 
tion. and  laboratory  tests  indicated  that  the  polli>figh(ing 
antibodies  in  the  human  volunteers’  bloodstreams  arc  still 
increasing.
